HoV Discovered—Experiments 
With 


Bccquerel Rays Which Gave Ra- 


dium to the World. 


The following extract is from "The 


New Element 
Radium." 
by Ernest 


Merritt in the lanuary Century. 


The investigation which resulted in 


the detection of Becquerel rays began 
toon after the .liscovery of the X rays 
and were- intimately connected with 
it. In the early davs of Roentgen rays 
there weie many facts which suggest- 
ed that phosporescenco had something 
to do with the production of these 
lays. It occurred to several French 
phvsicists that X rays might be pro- 
duced if phosphorescent substance's 
were exposed to sunlight instead of to 
the electrical action of a Crookes tube. 
Prof. Henri Becquerel of the Univer- 
sity of Paris undertook experiments to 
test tins supposition as early as 1896. 
only a few months after X rays hat! 
been 
diccovercd. Among the sab- 


ptances used in these experiments 'was 
one containing the metal 
uranium. 


This was placed upon a photographic 
plate, which had first been wranped 
in black paper ir ordpr to protect it 
from tlie light

X ravs were the only ones then known 
to possess this power, it seemed as 
•hough the problem of producing X 
•ays by sunlight was solved. 


Then came the fortunate accident 


After several plates had been prepared 
for exposure to sunlight, a storm 
came up and the experiments had to 
be postponed for several days. When 
the work was resumed, the piates had 
bo°n lying in the dark room so long 
that they might ^asily have deterior- 
ated in some way, so that it seemed 
hardly safe to use them. But, Instead 
of simplv throwing the plates away, 
Bpcquerel fortunately developed them, 
thinking that some action might possi- 
bly have taken place in the dark. The 
result was that he obtained better pic 
tures than ever before. The exposure 
10 sunlight, which had been regarded 
as essential to the success of the for- 
mer experiments, had really had noth- 
ng at all to do with the matter. The 
essential thing was the presence of 
uranium; and tin1 photographic 
ef- 


fects were not due to X rays, but to 
Becquerel ravs There were manv long 
and difficult steps to take before even 
our present incomplete knowledge 01 
the subject could be reached: but this 
fortunate accident was the beginning 
of the long series 
of experiments 


which have already leu to the discov- 
ery of the new element radium, and 
which bids fair to revolutionize some 
of -the most fundamental conception's 
of physics and chemistry.

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A STORY OF SHAME AND CRIME. 


(Pittsburg Post.) 


At last the shameful story of the 


direct connection of this Government 
with the secession of Panama is coin- 
inr but. It is coming in driblets, b« 
it noted, through bits of the corres- 
pondence between the state depart- 
ment at 
Washington 
and Minister 


Eea«i>re at Bogota, but even these so 
plainly reveal the bullying attitude of 
this slant Government toward the 
pigmy government of Colombia that 
the densest intellect or most subser- 
vient partisan cannot fail to perceive 
it. .It Is a story of shame and crime 
scarcely ecualed in the modern his- 
tory "of international affairs 


As long ago as last April, six 


n.onths before the Colombian congress 
formally 
rejected the Hay-Herran 


treaty and proffered in its steart a new 
ptoposition, the responsible 
authori- 


ties at Washington were aware that 
some of the term's of the convention 
spnt to Bogota for ratification were 
extremely 
distasteful to Colombia. 


This was notably true of that provi- 
sion which vested in the United Stites 
in perpetuity authority over the canal 
strip. Even before this requirement 
was made a paramount feature of the 
treaty the Washington Government 
was accuainted with the vitally im- 
portant fact that under the constitu- 
tion of Colombia not a rod of Colom- 
bian 
territory could be alienated. 


Thus, at the very inception of the 
negotiations tills Government deraaud- 
eil that the Colombian treaty-making 
power do an unconstitutional act. 


But the corresoondence sent to the 


Senate on Saturday by the President 
under duress reveals an even more 
shocking spirit of the desperate bully 
at Washington than this. On June 9 
Secretary Hay sent to Minister Beau- 


r-r<> for transmission to the Colombian 
government this telegram: "The Co- 
lombian government does not appar- 
ently appreciate the gravity of the 
situation. * * * If Colombia should 
now reject the treaty or unduly delay 
Its ratification, the friendly under- 
standing between the two countries 
would be BO seriously compromised 
that action might be taken by the 
(our) Congress next winter which 
every friend of Colombia would re- 
gret" In other words, if Colombia 
did-not do exactly as we commanded 
we would retaliate in a way that would 
show Colombia that we meant, nolens 
volens, to take over the French Pana- 
ma canal and with it the strip of Co- 
lombian territory demanded by the 
Hay-Herran treaty. "We Have th« 
ships, we have the men and we have 
the money, too." was what Minister 
Beaupre was instructed to inform the 
Bogota government. 


On July 5 Minister Beaupre sent the 


following confidential dispatch to Sec- 
letary Hay: "Have recened informa- 
tion privately that a paraphrase of 
your cipher telegram of June 9 was 
received in the Senate (Colombian) 
secret session; created sensation. Con- 
strued by many as threat of dirrrt re- 
taliation against Colombia in case 
that treaty is not ratifies. This and 
the statement of just arrived memljers 
of congress from Panama that this de- 
partment would revolt if the treaty is 
not ratified caused alnrm. and the ef- 
fect is favorable." 
In the light of 


tlicse revelations is 5t possible that 
the conscience of this mightv Natron 
will indorse the mobilizing of war- 
ships and troops by order of President

is expected in his forthcoming note to 
the state department, to suggest Tho 
Hague tribunal aS the proper place for 
the settlement of the isthmian prob- 
lem. 


Whether the knowledge that the re- 


fusal of suca a request so far 
from 


prejudicing 
the 
European powers 


against the Washington government, 
will call forth their enrphatic endorse- 
ment, will cause General Reyes to 
modify his note, is not yet certain. 


The ambassador Quoted in explain- 


ing the attitude of European powers, 
said: 


"Panama ss a closed chapter in the 


history of nations and The Hague 
court is not the place for settled ques 
lions but for pending problems, which 
are referred to it with the full approv 
al of all the parties interested. 


"When Russia, Germany and France 


recognized the independence of Pan- 
ama they set their seal of approval 
on the prompt action of the Washing- 
ton government 'n pledging itself to 
guarantee and maintain the independ- 
ence of the republic it had previouslj 
recognized. 


"Nations can hardly be expected to 


settle questions of sovereignty of na- 
tional honor at The Hague. Moreover, 
in my opinion, it would not be within 
the province of the Washington gov- 
ernment to grant such a request from 
Colombia 
It is to Panama, not to 


Washington, that Colombia sbould 
take such a proposition. 


"There is. howevei, a question be- 


tween Colombia and 
Panama whicL 


with all propriety might be refeired 
to The Hague, and to which reference 
the TJnited States will scarcely offer 
objection. It is the question of the re- 
sumption by Panama of a part of the 
Colombian debt. 


"If General Reyes should ask the 


United States to use its good offices 
to have this matter brought before The 
Hague, Panama might safely acquisce 
in such a proposition. The difficulty in 
making this request would be that Co- 
lombia thereby would recognize the 
independence of the new republic, but 
this must come sooner or later." 


At the navy department the state- 


ment is made that the instructions to 
the'naval commanders 
in 
ishmian 


waters to "prevent the 
landing of 


forces with hostile intent," have not 
been modified. 


These instructions, 
it, is belffeved. 


are sufficiently comprehensive -to en- 
able the commanders to maintain open 
transit across the isthmus and to pro-' 
tect the new republic from Colombian 
expeditions.

A HISTORIC SATCHEL. 


Gift From Washington Being Exhib- 


ited br a Main* Antiquarian. 


John L. Donohue, an antiquarian of 


Rockland, Me., is exhibiting to bis 
friends a historical object of much in- 
terest in the form of the portmanteau 
presented to General Knox of Thomas- 
ton by George Washington, whose sec- 
retary of war he was, says a Bangor 
special to the New York Tribune. It is a 
commodious hand sewed leather satch- 
el, about eighteen inches long, twelve 
inches wide and six inches deep, with 
lining of linen, and fitted interiorly with 
a double cover, which is fastened by a 
leather strap running through six brass 
staples, the outside covering fastesing 
with straps, through buckles. In this 
General Knox was wont to carry part 
of the pay-'of the Continental army on 
his journeys to headquarters. 


It was made in 17«o and was one of 


the most highly prized treasures of 
General Knos for the many associa- 
tions connected with the gift and the 
giver. The portmanteau was after the 
death of General Knoi in the posses- 
sion of the family of Seth Gerry, a 
close friend of General Knox, who also 
lived in Thomnston and who purchased 
the Knox mansion at Montpelier.
